ARBITRATION CASE FLOW CHART

Case Subject to Arbitration per Certificate of Compulsory 
Arbitration filed with Complaint

30 days have passed since Answer is filed by defendant.
No motions or hearings pending

Arbitrator is Appointed.
Notice of Appointment of Arbitrator Minute Entry is generated 

by CV Court Admin. 

Arbitrator may have 
conflict with case. New 
Arbitrator is appointed.

Each side has 10 days to 
strike arbitrator. New 

arbitrator is appointed

If no strikes or conflicts are filed, the arbitrator has 120 days 
after date of appointment to submit a Notice of Arbitration 

Hearing through azturbocourt.gov

If no Notice of 
Arbitration Hearing is 

received after 120 days 
from the date of 

appoitment, a Notice to 
Set Arbitration Hearing 

minute entry is 
generated by CV Admin.

10 days after Notice to 
Set Hearing is received, 
if no Arbitration hearing 
is set, the judge may set 

a status conference 
and/or issue sanctions 
against the arbitrator

Within 10 calendar days of the arbitration hearing, the 
arbitrator files a Notice of Decision through azturbocourt.gov 

Prevailing party submits Proposed Form of Award to the 
arbitrator and to all parties

10 days after the Proposed Form of Award is received by the 
arbitrator, the Arbitration Award is filed through 

azturbocourt.gov
